In Berlin excitement is intense. Dense 
crowds collected in front of the news- 
paper otfices to await the returns from 
the provinces, with a feverish eagerness 
quite new in Germany, where elections 
have heretofore created only a ripple 
of interest. 

Chancellor Von Buelow and the min- 
isters voted early. The Prince insisted 
on taking his turn in the polling booth, 
and: forced himself in line behind a car- 
penter, who, was manifestly going to 
vote the Soctalist t'cket. 

“There must be order,’ he said to the 
booth officials when they sought to shift 
him to the head of the line. . 

é The Berlin Socialists polled an extraor- 
dimarily heavy ~ vote. Undoubtedly, 
every Socialist voter was brought up. 
They have carried five of the six Ber- 
lin divisions.. In the other there will 
be a second ballot. Throughout the 
country the Socialists have lost heav- 
ily. Up to the time of filing this dis- 
lost six seats in their 
strongholds of Bremen and Breslau. The 
celebrated Bernstein was defeated in 
Breslau. They lose four seats in Sax- 
ony. The. result causes consternation 
among the Bebelites.
